RULES  OF  ORDER. 


i.  The  business  of  every  day  shall  be  introduced  with  prayer. 

II.  The  minutes  of  the  journal  of  the  preceding  day  shall  be  read 
every  morning  at  the  opening  of  the  convention. 

III.  The  President  shall  appoint  the  several  committees,  unless  the 
convention  shall  otherwise  order. 

IV.  When  the  President  takes  the  chair,  no  member  shall  continue 
standing,  nor  shall  he  afterward  stand  up  except  to  address  the  chair. 

V.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  services  of  the  house, 
ur^iess  he  have  leave  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

VI.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver  any 
matter  to  the  house,  he  shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the 
:  President,  confining  himself  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

VII.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate 
i  without  leave  of  the  house. 

VIII.  A  question  being  once  determined  shall  stand  as  the  judg¬ 
ment  of  the  house,  and  shall  not  again  be  drawn  into  debate  during 
the  same  session  unless  with  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  house. 

IX.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the  members  shall 
continue  in  their  seats,  and  shall  not  hold  any  private  discourse. 

")  X.  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  house  when  any  question  is 
put,  shall,  on  division,  be  counted,  unless  he  be  personally  interested 
in  the  decision. 

XI.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  house  unless  it 
be  seconded,  and,  when  required,  reduced  to  writing. 

XII.  When  any  question  is  before  the  house,  it  shall  be  determined 
upon  before  any  new  subject  is  introduced,  except  the  question  of 
adjournment. 

XIII.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided,  in  the  first  instance, 
by  the  chair,  without  debate.  An  appeal,  however,  may  be  made 
from  the  decision  to  the  convention  by  any  member  of  the  same. 
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(Rules  of  Order. 


XIV.  The  question  on  motion  of  adjournment  shall  be  taken 
before  any  other,  and  without  debate. 

XV.  When  the  house  is  about  to  rise,  every  member  shall  keep  his 
seat  until  the  President  shall  leave  the  chair.

XVI.  Upon  opening  the  convention,  the  Bishop,  or  other  presid¬ 
ing  officer,  shall  appoint  the  following  Standing  Committees,  consisting 
of  three  persons  each  :  i.  A  committee  on  Accounts  /  2.  A  committee 
on  Unfinished  (Business  :  3.  A  committee  on  the  Application  for 
Admission  of  new  (Parishes  and  the  Credentials  of  Lay  Delegates  ; 

4  A  committee  on  the  Assessment  of  the  Vanishes  for  the  Support 
of  the  Episcopate  and  Contingent  Fund,  and  to  Deport  Averages 
of  Vanishes  on  Vrevious  assessments  ;  5  A  committee  on  Canons  ,7 

6  A  committee  on  Missions,  to  receive  and  examine  all  reports  of  ; 
missionary  operations  in  the  Diocese. 

XVII.  Clergymen  belonging  to  the  Diocese,  but  not  entitled  to  ; 
seats  in  the  convention,  clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  j 
not  belonging  to  the  Diocese,  and  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  in  (r  > 
same,  shall  be  admitted  to  the  sittings  of  the  convention,  and  their 
names  entered  on  the  journal,  but  without  the  right  to  take  any  part 
in  its  proceedings. 

XVIII.  The  daily  business  of  the  house  shall  be  called  up  and 
acted  upon  in  the  following  order,  unless  changed  by  a  vote  of  the 
house:  1.  Communications  from  the  President;  2.  Reports  from  Stand¬ 
ing  Committees;  3.  Reports  from  Special  Committees,  in  order  of  ap¬ 
pointment^.  Petitions  and  Memorials;  5.  Motions  and  Resolutions. 

XIX.  These  Rules  of  Order  shall  remain  in  force  until  altered  or 
suspended  by  the  convention,  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  vot¬ 
ing  for  such  alteration  or  suspension 

XX.  All  elections  by  the  convention,  except  for  Secretary,  shall 
be  held  at  times  fixed  not  less  than  three  hours  in  advance  thereof. 

XXL  At  each  convention  a  committee  shall  be  appointed,  consist¬ 
ing  of  three  rectors  of  parishes,  to  whom  may  be  referred  all  ques¬ 
tions  concerning  the  rights  of  clergymen  to  seats  in  this  convention.

Resolved ,  That  the  rules  of  order  of  the  last  convention  be  adopted 
by  this  convention 

Rev.  J.  M.  Curtis,  from  the  Committee  on  New 
Parishes ,  etc.,  made  report  that  the  certificates  of  lay 
delegates  from  St.  Paul's,  Caseyville,  had  been  receiver, 
and  found  to  be  correct.  The  report  was  received,  and 
the  Hon.  S.  Casey  took  his  seat  in  the  convention. 

Hon.  S.  B.  Churchill  moved  an  amendment  to  the 
Constitution,  giving  equal  power  to  the  laity  and  clergy 
to  make  nominations  in  the  election  ot  a  Bishop,  as 
follows : 

To  amend  Section  2,  Article  XI,  of  the  Constitution  by  striking 
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out  all  after  the  word  “represented/’  in  the  third  line,  to  the  word 
“provided,”  in  the  fifth  line,  and  to  insert  as  follows  : 

“  The  convention  shall  proceed  to  choose  some  suitable  person  for 
Bishop,  each  order  voting  separately,  and  a  concurrence  of  both  orders 
being  necessary,  so  that  the  said  section  shall  read: 

Sec.  2.  If  the  convention  determine  to  proceed  to  the  election,  a 
majority  at  least  of  the  clergy  being  present,  and  a  majority  of  the 
parishes  entitled  to  it  being  represented,  the  convention  shall  proceed  to 
choose  some  suitable  person  for  Bishop,  each  order  voting  separately,  and 
a  concurrence  of  both  orders  being  necessary,  and  on  every  ballot  nominations 
shall  be  made  before  voting  begins,  and  no  person  shall  be  voted  for  except 
those  nominated ;  Provided ,  that,  in  every  case,  two-thirds  of  the  votes 
D  the  clergy  and  of  the  laity  shall  be  necessary  to  determine  the  elec¬ 
tion,  if  less  than  two-thirds  of  the  clergy  entitled  to  vote  and  less  than 
two-thirds  of  the  delegates  from  the  parishes  entitled  to  representation 
be  present. 

The  resolution  of  Hon.  S.  B.  Churchill  was  amended, 
on  motion  of  Mr.  Wm.  A.  Meriwether,  by  adding  after 
the  word  “necessary,”  in  the  twelfth  line,  and  before 
the  word  “provided”  the  clause: 

"And  on  every  ballot  nominations  shall  be  made  before  voting 
'begins,  and  no  person  shall  be  voted  for  except  those  nominated ’ 

The  amendment  was  accepted  by  Hon.  S.  B.  Chur¬ 
chill,  and  the  proposed  amendment  of  Section  2,  Article 
XI,  approved  by  a  majority  of  both  orders. 

At  the  hour  appointed,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
entered  the  convention  and  proceeded  to  read  his  annual 
address. 

Rev.  Wm.  M.  Pettis  moved  that  the  part  of  the 
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Bishop’s  address  relating  to  Rev.  Dr.  d  often  and  to  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Ramsdell  be  referred  to  a  committee  of  three. 

The  resolution  was  carried,  and  the  Bishop  appointed 
the  committee — Rev.  Mr.  Pettis,  Rev.  J.  S.  Shipman,  and 
Rev.  Dr.  Chapman. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Dr.  Craik, — 

(Resolved  That  the  leave  of  absence  from  tire  Diocese  until  afterfl 
the  meeting  of  the  next  General  Convention,  already  granted  to  the 
Bishop,  be  extended  until  the  next  Annual  Convention  of  this  Diocese. 

The  resolution  was  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  New  Parishes  made  report  of  tier 
application  of  St.  Luke’s  parish,  Anchorage,  for  admis¬ 
sion  into  union  with  the  convention  of  the  Diocese, 
which,  on  motion  of  Rev.  Dr.  Perkins,  was  carried.

Whereas,  It  being  evident  that  the  peace  of  the  Protestant  Epis¬ 
copal  Church  is  sadly  disturbed,  and  its  existence  endangered  by  the 
fact  that  some  of  the  clergy  and  communicants  thereof  have  intro¬ 
duced  doctrines  and  forms  subversive  of  the  principles  and  Protestant 
character  of  the  organization ;  and, 

Whereas,  Believing  it  to  be  the  result,  if  not  the  purpose,  of 
these  persons,  to  undo  the  work  of  the  reformation  and  to  change  the 
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Protestant  character  of  our  church  by  introducing  therein  such  doc¬ 
trines  and  forms  as  eucharistic  adoration,  auricular  confession,  invoca¬ 
tions  to  the  Virgin  Mary,  prayers  for  the  dead,  a  scenic  worship,  with 
vestments  not  consistent  with  the  customs  of  our  church,  candle-burn¬ 
ing,  when  not  necessary,  on  the  so-called  altar,  bowings,  crossings, 
and  genuflections  not  seemly  in  a  Protestant  church,  carrying  the 
cross  in  procession,  and  other  Romish  and  ritualistic  ideas  and  prac¬ 
tices;  and, 

Whereas,  The  teaching  of  these  ideas  and  practices  has  so  mis¬ 
represented  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  to  the  people  of  the 
country  as  to  withdraw  from  us,  to  a  great  extent,  the  sympathy  of 
the  Evangelical  Christianity  of  the  age,  and  has  made  for  us  a  repu¬ 
tation  for  bigotry  and  exclusiveness  altogether  foreign  to  our  true 
teachings  and  history  ;  therefore  be  it — 

Resolved ,  1.  That  we  hereby  declare  that  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
church  in  the  Diocese  of  Kentucky  has  no  sympathy  with  any  of 
their  Romish  or  ritualistic  practices,  or  any  other  doctrines  or  prac¬ 
tices  antagonistic  to  the  true  spirit  of  Protestantism. 

2.  That  the  deputies  from  this  Diocese  to  the  next  General  Con¬ 
vention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  be  and  are  hereby  in¬ 
structed  to  use  all  proper  means  to  secure  such  action,  by  said  con¬ 
vention,  by  revision  of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  otherwise  as 
will  prevent  and  forbid,  in  our  communion,  the  teaching  of  the 
Romish  and  ritualistic  practices  now  used  in  many  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  churches  in  the  country. 

3.  That  the  said  deputies  be  and  are  hereby  further  instructed  to 
use  all  proper  means  to  secure  the  adoption  of  a  canon  by  said 
General  Convention  which,  in  direct  terms,  will  permit  the  rector 
and  wardens  of  a  parish  to  invite  ministers  of  other  orthodox  denom¬ 
inations  to  assist  and  officiate  in  the  religious  services  of  the  Protes¬ 
tant  Episcopal  church.

The  convention  assembled  at  ten  o'clock,  and,  alter 
prayer  by  the  Bishop,  was  called  to  order  and  proceeded 
to  business. 

The  roll  of  clergy  and  laity  was  called,  and  the  min¬ 
utes  of  the  proceedings  read,  corrected,  and  adopted. 

Mr.  Wm.  Cornwall  read  the  report  of  the  Standing 
Committee  of  the  Diocese ,  which  was  accepted. 

Report  of  the  Standing  Committee 

Of  the  Diocese  of  Kentucky  for  the  year  ending  May,  1874. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  the  20th  of  August  organized  by  elect¬ 
ing  the  Rev.  James  Craik,  D.  D.,  President  and  Wm.  Cornwall  Secre¬ 
tary.  Consent  was  given  to  a  division  of  the  Diocese  of  Mississippi, 
on  the  request  of  that  Diocese,  on  the  ground  of  “extent  of  territory;” 
also,  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Theodore  B.  Lyman,  D.  D., 
Assistant  Bishop  elect  of  North  Carolina. 

On  the  6th  of  November  J.  T.  Helm,  M.  D.,  was  recommended 
J  the  Bishop  as  qualified  for  entrance  on  a  course  of  preparation  for 
the  holy  ministry.  The  committee  also  assented  to  the  consecration 
of  the  Rev.  John  Franklin  Spalding,  D.  D.,  Missionary  Bishop  elect 
of  Colorado,  Wyoming,  and  New  Mexico. 

On  the  1 8th  of  November  in  conformity  with  Canon  8  of  Title  II, 
the  committee  certified  to  the  Senior  Bishop  that  the  Right  Rev. 
George  David  Cummins,  D.  D.,  Assistant  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  had 
abandoned  the  communion  of  this  Church. 

On  the  27th  of  January  the  testimonials  of  George  H.  Flowers 
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and  Henry  Campbell,  postulants  for  admission  to  candidateship,  were 
read,  and,  according  to  Rule  II  of  the  committee,  were  laid  over  for 
one  month. 

The  correspondence  between  the  Senior  Bishop  and  the  late  1 
Assistant  Bishop  received  by  mail  from  the  former  was'ordered  to  be  > 
recorded  in  full  on  the  records  of  the  committee. 


On  the  1 6th  of  March  George  H.  Flowers  and  Henry  Campbell 
were  recommended  to  the  Bishop  as  qualified  for  entrance  on  a 
course  of  preparation  for  the  holy  ministry. 


The  resignation  of  the  Rev.  W.  H.  Platt,  a  member  of  this  com¬ 
mittee,  removed  to  California,  was  read  and  accepted.

to  lower  that  spiritual  standard  which  ought  to  be  aimed  at  by  every 
Christian  in  the  devotion  of  his  means  to  the  service  of  God.

Deeply  conscious  of  the  loss  which  the  Diocese  and  Church  have 
sustained  in  the  death  of  these  truly  Christian  men  and  ministers  of 
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!  the  Gospel,  we  desire  to  place  on  record  an  acknowledgement  of  the 
|  great  worth  and  excellence  of  each  in  his  respective  station  of  life, 
r  We  desire,  also,  to  express  our  hearty  sympathy  with  the  families  of 
the  deceased,  and  prayerfully  commend  them  to  Him  who  careth  for 
the  widow  and  the  fatherless.  Rev  Silas  Totten,  D.  D.,  was  a  man 
whom  to  know  was  to  love  with  high  honor  and  deep  affection.  For 
years  he  stood  at  the  fountain-head  of  church  life.  Himself  a  scholar 
of  high  repute,  his  hand  and  mind  were  powerful  in  developing 
Christian  scholarship  and  Church  education.  The  scholarship  of  Ur. 

[  Totten  was  singularly  comprehensive;  the  application  of  his  powers 
l  was  harmonious  and  vigorous;  his  deportment  eminently  that  of  a 
Christian  gentleman;  his  piety  sincere  and  uniform,  as  expressed  in 
1  teachings  and  life.  The  Church,  in  different  parts  of  our  country, 
has  record  of  his  labors,  educational  and  parochial.  Wherever  thus 
broadly  known  his  works  are  held  in  remembrance  and  his  loss  appre¬ 
ciated  as  a  sorrow  to  the  Church. 

Rev.  J.  B.  Ramsdell  came  first  to  Kentucky  as  a  lay  missionary  in 
the  city  of  Louisville.  His  activity  in  that  capacity  and  the  great 
success  with  which  he  persuaded,  from  the  Scriptures,  those  with 
whom  he  came  in  contact  of  the  Evangelical  principles  of  the  Protes¬ 
tant  Episcopal  Church,  seemed  to  mark  him  as  one  whose  usefulness 
would  be  increased  by  admission  to  the  ministry.  He  was  accordingly 
ordained,  and  continued  to  evince  in  the  pulpit  that  extraordinary 
knowledge  of  the  Scriptures  and  the  power  of  applying  them  to  the 
minds  and  consciences  of  his  hearers.  The  latter  years  of  his  life 
were  passed  in  affliction  from  disease  and  poverty  and  bereavement. 
These  he  bore  with  exemplary  patience,  inspired  by  the  faith  which 
he  preached.  We  trust  he  is  now  enjoying  that  precious  rest  which 
awaits  the  true  people  of  God.

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THE  BISHOP’S  ADDRESS. 

DEAR  BRETHREN  OF  THE  CLERGY  AND  LAITY  : 

, ' —  "?he  two  years  since  it  was  my  privilege  to  meet  you  in  this  con¬ 
vention  have,  in  many  respects,  been  eventful  years,  and  in  none 
more  than  in  the  number  of  deaths  amongst  the  most  venerable,  the 
most  laborious,  the  most  useful,  and  the  most  promising  of  our  Bishops. 
The  venerable  and  honored  Bishop  Mcllvaine,  the  fearless  and 
leroic  Bishop  Eastburn,  for  full  fifty  years  my  bosom  friends,  the 
self-sacrificing  and  wonderfully  successful  Bishop  Randall,  and  the 
:wo  younger,  so  full  of  promise,  the  one,  Bishop  Armitage,  in  connec- 
i'on  with  the  future  of  the  great  Northwest,  and  the  other,  Bishop 
\uer,  just  harnessed  for  his  work,  to  whom  Africa,  and  the  friends  of 
ifca,  looked  with  new  and  inspiring  hopes.  We  can  not  mourn  for 
'  hose  whose  work  was  done,  and  so  well  done,  nor  much  for  those 
vhose  ready  will  was  mercifully  accepted  in  the  place  of  purposed 
leeds,  for  they  have  “early  entered  into  their  rest,  and  their  works 
lo  follow  them  ” 

But  far  different,  and  much  harder  to  bear,  is  the  bereavement 
vhich  has  fallen  upon  our  stricken  Diocese.  Had  our  late  Assistant 
lishop  fallen  at  his  post,  loyal  to  the  church  of  his  adoption,  and  true 
o  the  solemn  vows  and  promises  which  he  made  in  this  city  less  than 
light  years  ago,  we  could  have  celebrated  his  obsequies  with  tender, 
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fraternal,  and  filial  tears,  but  his  abandonment  of  his  post  and  his 
forgetfulness  of  his  covenant  engagements,  overwhelmed  us  with  aston¬ 
ishment  and  filled  our  hearts  with  anguish.  But  this  is  a  subject  upon  ( 
which  I  dare  not  express  myself  otherwise  than  in  the  words  of  the 
loving  and  beloved  disciple  (i  John,  ii,  19)  :  “He  went  out  from  us, 
but  he  was  not  of  us,  for  if  he  had  been  of  us  no  doubt  he  would 
have  continued  with  us,  but  he  went  out  that  it  might  be  manifest 
that  he  was  not  of  us.” 

After  his  abandonment  of  the  communion  of  this  church,  at  the 
request  of  our  Reverend  Secretary,  he  reported  to  me  the  official  acts 
performed  by  him  from  the  convention  of  May,  1873,  to  the  period  of 
his  withdrawal  from  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  as  follows:

Whitsunday)  I  preached  in  the  same  church  twice,  in  the  morning 
assisting  the  rector  in  administering  the  Lord’s  Supper,  and  at  the 
evening  service  confirming  five. 

“|  une  3— Confirmed  one  person  belonging  to  Christchurch,  Louis- 
isville. 

“June  8 — Visited  St.  Matthew’s  church,  Jefferson  county;  preached 
twice  and  confirmed  four. 

“  Junei3 — Visited  Ascension  church,  Mount  Sterling  ;  preached  and 
confirmed  five.  fet 

“June  15 — Preached  in  St.  James’  church,  Pewee  Valley,  June  22, 
in  same  church  baptized  an  infant  and  administered  the  Lord's  Supper. 
July  6,  in  same  church,  preached  and  confirmed  two.  July  13,  20, 
and  27,  and  August  7,  officiated  in  the  same.

“September  4 — Preached  the  sermon  at  the  re-opening  of  St.  Paul's 
church,  Louisville. 

“September  7 — In  the  same  church  assisted  at  the  Lord's  Supper, 
and  in  the  evening  preached  in  St.  James’  church,  Jefferson  county, 
and  confirmed  eight.  In  the  evening  preached  in  St.  Paul’s  church. 

“September  14 — Preached  in  St.  Andrew’s  church  and  confirmed 
three. 

“September  16  and  17 — At  the  request  of  Bishop  Bedell,  preached

m  Hillsboro,  Ohio,  and  confirmed  eight.” 

Absence  from  the  Diocese  for  nearly  two  years  will,  of  course, 
greatly  reduce  the  number  of  my  Episcopal  acts.  I  had  contemplated 
returning  this  spring  for  a  few  weeks  in  order  to  attend  our  Annual 
Convention,  but  unexpected  events  constrained  me  to  return  several 
months  sooner,  and  the  records  of  my  visitations  since  are  as  follows:

It  is  a  sad  fact  that  the  number  of  candidates  for  holy  orders  for 
some  years  has  been  sadly  decreasing,  so  that,  at  the  present  time,  I 
find  the  names  of  five  only:  Allan  L.  McDonald,  John  S.  Gibson, 
[.  T.  Helm,  Geo.  W.  Flowers,  and  Harry  Campbell. 


The  following  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  number  of  our 
clergy  :  Three  have  been  dismissed  to  other  dioceses,  viz.:  Rev.  W. 
C.  Butler,  to  Delaware;  Rev.  E.  W.  Hubard  to  M.  ;  and  Rev. 
Carter  Page,  to  Missouri.  Called  home  by  their  Master,  at  an 
advanced  age,  an  humble  missionary,  the  Rev.  J.  B.  Ramsdell;  at 
an  age  not  as  advanced,  and  having  occupied  stations  of  commanding 
usefulness  as  a  presbyter,  the  Rev.  Silas  Totten,  D.D.,  whose  place 
amongst  us  it  will  be  very  difficult  to  fill.  An  accurate  scholar,  a 
well-read  theologian,  a  sound  churchman,  a  sober-minded  and 
devout  Christian,  his  services  were  invaluable  as  examiner  of  cah- 
didates  for  holy  orders.  In  private  and  in  the  councils  of  the 
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church  his  sound  judgment,  firm  purpose,  and  quiet,  conciliatory 
manner,  gave  him  a  commanding  influence.  Where  is  the  Elisha 
upon  whom  his  mantle  may  fall  ?  Let  us  trust  in  God  that  such 
men  shall  always  be  found  in  the  church's  need.  The  last  and 
by  no  means  the  least  useful  effort  in  behalf  of  the  cause  of  educa¬ 
tion,  to  which  most  of  his  life  was  devoted,  has  been  the  estab¬ 
lishment  of  a  female  parochial  school  of  a  high  order,  in  connection 
with  Christ  Church,  Lexington,  the  duties  of  which  how  devolve  upon 
the  very  capable  hands  of  his  estimable  widow,  aided  by  her  daughters 
and  other  assistants,  who  have  had  large  experience  in  teaching. 
When  will  our  people  be  roused  to  a."  sense  of  the  importance  of 
placing  their  daughters  under  favorable  church  influences  instead  of 
under  influences  hostile  and  injurious?

Partially  to  recruit  our  numbers,  the  Rev.  G.  F.  Bugbee  has  been 
received  from  the  diocese  of  Ohio,  and  the  Rev.  R.  C.  Foute  from 
Georgia. 

At  the  convention  of  1872  leave  of  absence  was  granted  me  until 
after  the  General  Convention,  which  meets  this  fall.  Though  pain¬ 
fully  separated  from  the  sphere  of  diocesan  duty  to  which  forty  of  the 
best  years  of  my  life  had  been  devoted,  I  have  endeavored  to  turn  to 
some  good  account  my  Lord’s  day  services.  These,  during  the  first 
^year,  were  reported  in  my  last  year’s  address.  During  both  years  I 
have  preached,  out  of  the  diocese,  one  hundred  and  fourteen  times, 
and  on  many  week-day  occasions  have  made  addresses  and  assisted  in 
divine  service.  It  was  my  sad  duty  to  assist  in  the  funeral  services  of 
the  Right  Rev.  Charles  P.  Mcllvaine,  D.D.,  in  the  very  church  (St. 
Paul’s,  New  York)  where  we  were  both  consecrated  bishops  more  than 
forty  years  before.  Through  his  long  life  and  faithful  and  devoted 
ministry  no  friend  more  intimately  knew  or  more  highly  appreciated 
his  exhalted  worth  than  the  brother  whom  his  death  has  so  especiallv 
bereaved. 
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The  circumstances  being  unchanged  which  led  me  to  ask  for  leave 
of  absence,  I  am  constrained  to  ask  for  its  continuance.  The  wonder¬ 
ful  expansion  of  our  church  and  the  corresponding  great  increase  of 
the  number  and  the  responsibility  of  the  duties  which  devolve  upon  > 
the  presiding  bishop,  and  the  greater  facilities  which  exist  in  or  near  one 
of  the  great  Eastern  cities  for  the  easy  and  prompt  discharge  of  these 
duties,  seem  to  render  it  desirable  that  I  should  continue  to  reside  in 
Hoboken  as  long  as  it  shall  please  God  to  give  me  health  and  strength 
to  perform  the  duties  with  a  reasonable  degree  of  satisfaction. 


The  attempt  this  spring  to  make  a  very  partial  visitation  of  Central 
Kentucky  has  convinced  me  that  I  am  equal  only  to  such  duties  as 
can  be  discharged  without  the  exposures  and  fatigue  of  journeys.  The 
work  in  Kentucky  is  a  great  and  arduous  work.  In  my  opinion  tlr* 
sooner  a  comparatively  young,  vigorous,  and  active  man  is  chosen  to" 
supply  the  place  of  our  late  assistant  bishop,  the  sooner  the  gap  will 
be  closed  up,  the  less  injury  will  lie  done  by  the  vacancy  thus  made, 
and  the  more  effectually  all  the  machinery  of  the  diocese  be  restored 
to  working  order.  This,  however,  thank  God,  is  a  duty  and  a  respon¬ 
sibility  which  does  not  devolve  upon  me.  To  decide  when  and  how 
the  election  shall  be  held,  after  the  way  is  opened,  rvhen  it  can  canon¬ 
ically  take  place,  will,  no  doubt,  occupy,  on  this  occasion,  your  gravest 
and  most  deliberate  attention. 


It  has  pleased  our  Heavenly  Father  in  a  measure  hardly  below  thev  L 
average  of  former  years,  to  bless  the  labors  of  our  clergy  in  the  spheres 
of  their  respective  parishes.  The  results,  in  the  great  enlargment  of 
St.  Paul’s  Church,  Louisville,  and  in  the  erection  of  the  spacious  and 
beautiful  section  of  Calvary  Church,  in  which  we  are  now  assembled ;  J 
the  success  which  has  attended  the  indefatigable  labors  of  our  vener-  . 
able  presbyter,  the  Rev.  N.  N.  Cowgill,  in  bringing  a  new  brick  church 
in  Hickman  nearly  to  completion,  and  the  success  which  has  attended 
the  efforts  of  the  ladies  of  the  Church  of  the  Nativity,  Maysville,  to 
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place  it  in  a  condition  of  complete  repair  before  the  arrival  of  their 
new  rector,  the  Rev.  R.  C.  Foute.  are  all  examples  in  proof. 

I  Still,  from  the  columns  of  all  of  our  religious  papers,  and  from  the 
!  lips  of  thousands  of  sympathizing  friends,  we  hear  expressions  of 


mourning  over  our  afflicted  diocese.  No  one  living,  to  the  depth  of 


his  heart,  has  felt  it  more  deeply  than  your  aged  bishop.  It  is  an 
affliction,  however,  not  by  any  means  confined  to  this  one  diocese. 
That  it  is  a  chastening  and  a  very  severe  one  from  our  Heavenly 
Father’s  hand,  for  evils  which  He  saw  greatly  needed  to  be  corrected. 

:  none  can  doubt.  Amongst  these,  much  more  than  mere  differences  of 
i  opinion  on  subjects  more  or  less  important,  have  been  bitterness  of 
feeling,  severity  of  censure,  and  wide  alienations  between  brethren, 

,  in  spite  of  all,  are  bound  to  love  one  another. 


Over  these  I  mourn  far  more  than  for  those  causes  from  which 
they  arise.  They  prevent  united  and  harmonious  action  on  practical 
matters,  upon  which  we  are  all  agreed.  They  engross,  to  the  exclusion 
of  better  subjects,  the  conversation  of  our  domestic  and  social  circles; 
they  lead  to  interminable  discussions  in  our  pulpits  upon  subjects 
comparatively  trivial,  and  in  which  our  people  feel  little  or  no  interest 
I  but  that  which  is  excited  by  party  teeling.  Meantime,  what  becomes 
of  the  preaching  of  Christ  and  his  great  salvation  ?  Was  ever  one  soul 
saved  or  even  benefited  by  such  preaching?  Away  with  these  things, 
dear  brethren,  from  your  thoughts,  from  your  topics  of  conversation, 
1 j  and,  above  all,  from  that  sacred  place  where  we  meet  to  learn  the  true 
nowledge  of  God  our  Savior ;  to  worship  Him  in  spirit  and  in  truth, 
and  to  prepare  our  souls  for  that  scrutiny,  where  zeal  without  knowl¬ 
edge  and  without  charity,  will  be  nothing  worth. 

Now,  the  God  of  Peace  who  brought  again  from  the  dead  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  that  Great  Shepherd  of  the  Sheep,  through  the 
blood  of  the  everlasting  covenant,  make  you  perfect  in  every  good 
work  to  do  His  will,  working  in  you  that  which  is  well-pleasing  in  His 
sight,  through  Jesus  Christ,  to  whom  be  glory  forever  and  ever. 
Amen.

The  feebleness  of  the  Sunday- 
school — too  feeble  to  be  exposed  in  statistics — is  another  indication  of 
a  distressing  state  of  deadness  and  inactivity.  Yet,  we  would  not 


“despise  the  day  of  small  things.’’  Against  much  discouragement 


some  earnest  souls  still  are  at  work.  We  hope,  by  the  blessing  of 


God  that,  from  a  little  life,  growth  and  progress  may  be  developed, 


and  that  a  day  of  better  things  will  ere  long  dawn  upon  this  parish. 
We  cherish  the  belief  that  recent  contributions  to  good  objects  and 
interest  manifested  in  the  Sunday  services,  are  signs  that  our  Zion  is 
rising  from  the  dust  and  will  adorn  herself  with  the  beautiful  gar¬ 
ments  of  holiness.

A  day-school 
of  a  hundred  scholars  is  kept  up  throughout  the  year.  There  is  a 
large  Sunday-school;  a  new  organ  has  been  bought;  Divine  service  is 
held  twice  on  every  Sunday  and  on  every  Friday,  besides  the  greater 
feasts  and  fasts  A  singing-master  is  employed  to  instruct  the  children 
in  the  chants,  etc.,  and  no  expense  is  spared  to  further  so  important  an 
undertaking.

ARTICLE  I. 

i * 

This  church,  as  a  constituent  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
of  the  United  States  of  America,  acknowledges  the  authority  of  the 
General  Convention  of  that  church. 

ARTICLE  II. 

The  Bishop,  clergy,  and  representatives  of  the  laity  of  this  church, 
shall  meet  in  convention  annually  on  the  second  Thursday  in  May, 
unless  otherwise  provided  for  by  resolution,  and  at  such  place  as  shall 
in  like  manner  be  provided. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Section  i.  Every  clergyman  in  good  standing  in  this  church,  ca¬ 
nonically  attached  to,  and  residing  in.  the  Diocese  four  months ,  and  hav¬ 
ing  charge  of  a  parish,  or  an  appointment  at  least  once  a  month,  or 
performing  clerical  services  in  the  Diocese  equal  thereto,  and  not  hav¬ 
ing  taken  letters  dimissory,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  or  vote  in  the 
convention. 

Sec.  2.  Each  parochial  church  in  the  Diocese  ot  Kentucky  may 
send  to  the  convention  three  lay  delegates,  to  be  elected  by  the  vestry; 
provided  that  all  the  lay  delegates  from  the  same  parish  have  collect¬ 
ively  but  one  vote  upon  each  question. 

Sec.  3.  No  church  will  be  entitled  to  be  represented  in  convention

not  at  least  three  communicants,  and  lias  not  provided  for  the  regular 
performance  of  divine  service,  at  least  once  in  every  three  months, 
for  the  year  preceding  the  meeting  of  each  convention  in  which  such 
representation  is  claimed. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  Bishop,  with  such  clergymen  and  lay  delegates  as  shall  at  any 
time  be  duly  assembled  in  convention,  shall  constitute  a  quorum ; 
provided ,  however ,  that  in  the  case  of  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  or 
of  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  such  clergymen  and  lay  delegates  as 
shall  assemble  duly  shall  constitute  a  quorum ;  but  in  the  latter  case 
only  so  far  as  to  adjourn  until  the  next  day;  when,  if  the  absence  of 
the  Bishop  continue,  the  business  of  the  convention  shall  proceed. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Section  i.  A  secretary  shall  be  chosen,  upon  the  assembling  of 
the  Annual  Convention,  from  the  members  thereof,  by  ballot,  after 
viva  voce  nomination  of  candidates.  In  case  but  one  is  nominated,, 
the  balloting  shall  be  dispensed  with. 

Sec.  2.  The  duty  of  the  Secretary  shall  be  to  take  minutes  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  convention,  to  preserve  the  journals  and  records,, 
to  attest  the  public  acts  of  the  convention,  to  perform  such  other  duties- 
as  shall  be  hereafter  assigned  him  by  this  constitution,  or  by  canon 
made  under  its  authority,  and  faithfully  to  deliver  into  the  hands  of 
his  successor  all  books  and  papers  relative  to  the  concerns  of  the  con-  £ 
vention  which  may  be  in  his  possession. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

In  the  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  or  of  the  absence  of 
the  Bishop,  the  convention  shall  be  called  to  order  by  the  Secretary,, 
and  shall  elect  a  President  pro  tem .,  by  ballot,  from  among  the 
presbyters. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

In  case  of  failure  or  omission  to  elect  any  officer  or  annual  com- 
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mittee,  the  persons  then  in  office,  or  belonging  to  the  committee,  shall 
continue  in  their  stations  until  others  shall  be  chosen. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Section  i.  The  clergy  and  lay  delegates  in  convention  shall  delib¬ 
erate  in  one  body,  and  shall  vote  as  such,  unless  five  members  require 
a  separation  of  the  two  orders,  in  which  case  the  two  orders  shall  vote 
separately. 

Sec.  2.  A  majority  of  the  votes  of  convention,  and  in  case  of  a 
separation  of  the  two  orders  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  each  order,  shall 
be  necessary  to  give  validity  to  any  canon,  regulation,  or  resolution. 

Sec.  3.  Should  the  Bishop  express  his  disapprobation  of  any  canon, 
regulation,  or  resolution,  it  shall  be  thereupon  returned  to  the  conven¬ 
tion  for  reconsideration,  when  a  majority  of  two-thirds  of  both  orders 
shall  be  necessary  to  its  adoption. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

The  Bishop  shall  have  power  to  call  special  conventions  when  he 
may  judge  it  important  to  the  good  of  the  church,  or  when  applied  to 
for  that  purpose  by  the  Standing  Committee;  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy 
in  the  Episcopate,  or  in  the  continued  absence  of  the  Bishop  from  the 
Diocese  for  six  months,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  have  power  to 
call  a  special  convention,  and  shall  do  so,  if  applied  to  for  the  purpose 
by  any  five  presbyters  or  vestries  of  the  Diocese. 

ARTICLE  X. 

Section  i.  There  shall  he  chosen  by  ballot,  at  each  annual  con¬ 
vention,  a  committee  consisting  of  three  presbyters  and  two  laymen, 
which  shall  be  called  the  Standing  Committee,  who  shall  continue  in 
office  until  their  successors  shall  be  appointed,  three  of  whom  shall 
constitute  a  quorum,  and  two  of  whom  shall  be  clergymen. 

Sec  2.  This  committee  shall  have  no  other  powers  than  such  as 
are  granted  them  by  the  constitution  and  canons  of  General  Conven¬ 
tion,  or  by  this  constitution,  or  by  canon  made  under  its  authority,  and 
their  duties  shall  be  such  as  are  prescribed  in  those  constitutions  and 
canons. 

Sec.  3.  At  their  first  meeting  they  shall  appoint  one  of  the  presby- 
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ters  of  their  body  to  be  their  president,  and  another  of  their  number  I 
to  be  their  secretary,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  keep  regular  minutes  of  I 
all  proceedings  and  business  of  the  Standing  Committee;  to  preserve  I 
them  carefully  recorded  in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose  alone;  to(L 
preserve  the  originals  of  all  letters  and  papers  addressed  to  the  Stand¬ 
ing  Committee;  to  attest  their  public  acts;  to  perform  such  other  duties 
as  they  require,  and  faithfully  deliver  into  the  hands  of  his  successor 
all  books,  papers,  and  letters  relative  to  the  concerns  of  the  Standing  I 
Committee  which  may  be  intrusted  to  him. 

Sec.  4.  The  Standing  Committee  may  make  such  regulations  for 
the  promotion  of  business  as  they  may  think  proper,  provided  they  be 
not  at  variance  with  the  constitution  and  canons  of  this  church. 

Sec.  5  The  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
and  all  papers  and  letters  in  their  hands  relating  to  the  concerns  of  the 
church,  shall  always  be  subject  to  the  inspection  and  examination  of 
the  Bishop  and  the  convention.  t:  .  * 

Sec.  6.  The  Standing  Committee  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies 
in  their  number,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  do  so  as  soon  as  practr 
cable  after  a  vacancy  shall  occur. 


ARTICLE  XI. 

Section  i.  The  election  of  a  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  made 
in  a  stated  annual  convention,  or  in  a  convention  called  by  the  Stand¬ 
ing  Committee,  and  stated  by  them  to  be  for  that  purpose,  and  not  to 
meet  before  the  expiration  of  sixty  days  from  the  date  of  their  resolu¬ 
tion  to  call  said  convention  ;  which  resolution  shall,  on  the  day  follow¬ 
ing  its  passage,  be  communicated  by  them  to  every  clergyman  in  the 
Diocese,  by  letter  by  mail,  and  published  in  three  or  more  public} 
papers  in  different  parts  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  2.  If  the  convention  determine  to  proceed  to  the  election,  a 
majority  at  least  of  the  clergy  being  present,  and  a  majority  of  the 
parishes  entitled  to  it  being  represented,  the  clergy  shall  proceed  to* 
choose  some  suitable  person  for  Bishop,  whereupon  the  name  of  the 
person  elected  shall  be  communicated  to  the  lay  delegates,  and  if  ap¬ 
proved  by  them  shall  be  the  Bishop  elect ;  pj-ovidcd  that,  in  every 
case,  two-thirds  of  the  votes  of  the  clergy  and  of  the  laity  shall  be 
necessary  to  determine  the  election,  if  less  than  two-thirds  ©f  the  clergy 
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entitled  to  vote  and  less  than  two-thirds  of  the  delegates  from  the 
parishes  entitled  to  representation  be  present. 


Section  i.  The  mode  of  altering  the  constitution  shall  be  as  fol¬ 
lows  :  The  whole  clause  or  section  of  the  article  proposed  to  be 
amended  shall  be  handed  to  the  Secretary  in  writing,  as  it  is  intended 
to  stand  according  to  the  proposed  amendment,  with  all  the  words 
proposed  to  be  added  or  substituted  for  others  underscored. 

Sec.  2.  If,  upon  consideration  of  the  proposed  amendment,  it  be 
approved  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  each  order,  taken  separately, 
it  shall  lie  over  until  the  next  annual  convention  ;  and  if  then  approved 
by  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  each  order,  taken  separately,  the  pro¬ 
posed  amendment  shall  be  adopted  and  become  a  part  of  the  constitu¬ 
tion.  But  if  the  Bishop  express  his  disapprobation  of  the  amendment 
jToposed,  it  shall  be  returned  to  the  convention  for  reconsideration, 
when  two-thirds  of  the  votes  of  each  order  shall  be  necessary  to  carry 
the  amendment. 


CANONS  OF  THE  DIOCESE 

OF  KENTUCKY. 

- - 

CANON  I. 

ELECTION  OF  VESTRIES. 

Section  i.  On  Easter  Monday  in  every  year,  or  thereafter  as  soon 
as  practicable,  parishioners  of  each  church  shall  elect  a  vestry,  to  con¬ 
sist  of  not  less  than  three  members,  nor  more  than  twelve.  Whenever 
the  office  of  vestryman  shall  become  vacant  by  resignation,  death,  or 
__  ’"fmoval  from  the  parish,  or  by  the  refusal  of  any  vestryman  to  accept, 
the  other  members  of  the  vestry  may  fill  said  vacancy  by  the  election 
ot  another  person,  to  hold  said  office  until  the  next  election  for 
vestrymen. 

Sec.  2.  At  their  first  meeting  the  vestry  shall  appoint  a  senior  and 
junior  warden,  one  of  whom,  in  the  absence  of  the  rector,  shall  be 
their  chairman.  They  shall  also  elect  a  secretary,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  take  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  vestry  in  a  book  kept  for 
that  purpose  alone;  to  preserve  the  journals  and  records;  to  attest  the 
public  acts  of  the  vestry,  and  to  perform  such  other  duties  as  shall  be 
legally  assigned  to  him,  and  faithfully  to  deliver  into  the  hands  of  his 
successor  all  books  and  papers  relative  to  the  concerns  of  the  church 
’which  may  be  in  his  possession. 

Sec.  3.  The  vestry  shall  continue  in  office  until  their  successors 
shall  be  appointed.  Any  one  incompetent  to  vote  shall  also  be  inel¬ 
igible  to  the  office  of  warden  or  vestryman. 

Sec.  4.  The  duties  of  the  vestry  shall  be  to  take  charge  of  the 
property  of  the  church  ;  to  attend  and  regulate  all  its  temporal  con¬ 
cerns  ;  make  arrangements  for  the  support  of  the  rector,  and  in  case 
of  his  death,  resignation,  or  removal,  to  supply  his  place  as  soon  as 
possible. 

Sec.  5.  In  parish  meetings,  the  following  descriptions  of  persons 
shall  have  a  right  to  vote:  1.  All  communicants  over  twenty-one 
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years  of  age  whose  names  have  been  on  the  parish  register  as  such  ; 
for  six  months  immediately  preceding.  2.  All  baptized  persons  over 
twenty-one  years  of  age  who  are  regular  worshipers  in  the  parish  and  j 
have  for  six  months  immediately  previous  to  the  parish  meeting  beenC,' 
pew-holders  or  subscribers  to  the  revenue  of  the  parish,  and  have  paid  ] 
up  his  or  her  pew-rent  or  subscription  in  full,  not  less  than  ten  dollars,  j 
3.  No  vote  shall  be  cast  by  proxy. 


CANON  11. 


LIST  OF  THE  CLERGY. 


Section  i.  Within  one  week  before  the  meeting  of  every  conven-  I 
tion  of  this  Diocese,  the  Bishop  shall  cause  to  be  prepared  a  list  of  all 
ministers  canonically  residing  in  this  Diocese,  annexing  the  names  of  I 
their  respective  cures  or  parishes  or  stations  as  missionaries;  or  of  the  i 
institutions  of  learning  duly  incorporated  in  which  they  are  engag^T  ■ 
and,  in  regard  to  such  as  are  engaged  in  parishes,  or  missions,  or  instD  1 
tutions  of  learning,  as  above,  their  place  of  residence  only ;  specifying,  E 
at  the  same  time  who  of  any  class  are  deacons ;  but  no  clergyman  I 
while  suspended  from  the  ministry  shall  have  a  place  on  such  list.  And  5 
such  list  shall  be  laid  before  the  convention  immediately  after  it  shall 
have  been  called  to  order,  and  the  names  of  the  clerical  members  called 
therefrom,  and  those  entitled  by  the  third  article  of  the  constitution 
shall  thereupon  take  their  seats.  The  same  shall  be  appended  to  the 
journal  and  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the  General  Convention. 

Sec.  2.  When  the  right  of  any  clergyman  to  a  seat  in  the  conven¬ 
tion  is  disputed,  it  shall  be  determined  by  the  convention  itself,  whether 
his  name  be  inserted  in  the  list  aforesaid  or  omitted. 


LAY  DELEGATES. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  clergymen  entitled  to  seats  in  the  convention 
to  attend  the  same;  and  of  every  church  or  congregation  in  union  with 
the  church  in  this  Diocese  to  send  to  the  convention  a  number  of  lay 
delegates,  not  exceeding  three,  who  shall  be  communicants  of  the 
parish  in  good  standing,  chosen  by  the  vestry  from  the  congregation  ; 
to  be  represented,  and  shall  exhibit  to  the  convention  a  certificate  ; 
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signed  by  die  secretary  of  the  vestry,  or  by  the  rector,  or  by  one  of 
the  wardens,  in  substance,  as  follows,  viz.  : 

,  This  is  to  Certify  that,  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Vestry  of  — - 

Church. - held  on  the -  day  of - A.  B.  (who  is  a 

communicant  of  good  standing  in  said  church)  was  appointed  a  lay  delegate  to 
represent  the  same  in  the  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 

Diocese  of  Kentucky,  to  be  holden  on  the  -  day  of - ,  in  the 

year  of  our  Lord - . 

[Signed]  - 


It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  rector  of  each  parish,  and,  where  there 
is  no  rector,  the  wardens  or  secretary  of  the  vestry  of  such  parish,, 
before  the  meeting  of  each  annual  convention,  to  make  returns  to  the 
secretary  of  the  convention  of  the  names  f  the  persons  chosen  as  lay 
delegates  to  said  convention.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary 
to  make  out  a  list  of  the  persons'  so  reported  to  him,  which  list  shall 
be^received  as  evidence  of  the  said  persons  being  entitled  to  seats  as 
lay  delegates,  subject,  nevertheless,  to  such  corrections  as  the  conven¬ 
tion  may  direct  to  be  made. 

CANON  IV. 

ADMISSION  INTO  UNION. 

To  enable  a  church  or  congregation  to  be  received  into  union  with 
the  church  in  this  Diocese,  it  shall  be  necessary  that  the  vestry  submit 
to  the  convention  their  articles  of  association ;  and  further,  that  it  be 
made  to  appear  that  such  church  or  congregation  has  acceded  to  the 
doctrines,  discipline,  and  worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
in  the  United  States,  and  the  constitution  and  canons  of  this  Diocese.. 
A  certificate  shall  also  be  produced  from  the  Bishop,  or,  in  case  of  his 
absence,  or  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  from  a  majority  of  the 
Standing  Committee,  that  notice  was  given  him,  or  them,  at  least  one 
month  before  the  convention,  of  the  organization  having  taken  place. 

No  church  or  congregation  shall  be  received  into  union  with  the 
convention  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  unless  there  shall  belong  to 
the  same  at  least  three  communicants;  and  whenever  any  church  or 
congregation  now  in  union  with  the  convention  of  the  Church  in  this 
Diocese  shall  not  have  at  least  three  communicants,  and  shall  not  have 
public  services  performed  in  the  same  by  a  clergyman  of  the  Church, 
at  least  once  each  quarter  of  the  year  preceding  the  meeting  of  the 
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annual  convention,  such  church  or  congregation  shall  no  longer  be  ir 
union  with  the  convention  of  this  Diocese. 

CANON  V. 

DELEGATES  TO  GENERAL  CONVENTION. 

Clerical  and  lay  deputies  to  the  General  Convention  shall  be  electee 
by  ballot  every  third  year,  at  the  stated  convention  preceding  the 
meeting  of  the  same 

One  month  before  the  meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  should 
any  one  of  said  delegates  find  himself  unable  to  attend,  he  shall  sig 
nify  his  inability  to  the  Bishop,  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  to  the  Stand 
ing  Committee,  whereupon  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  committee,  with 
the  consent  of  the  Bishop,  if  there  be  one,  to  supply  the  vacancy  01 
vacancies  so  created.  •  a  P 

In  the  event  of  a  full  delegation  not  appearing  in  General  Con^  ■■ 
tion,  those  in  attendance  as  delegates  may  appoint  substitutes  for  suc'ii 
absentees,  but  only  with  the  approbation  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

No  person  shall  be  a  delegate  from  this  Diocese  to  the  General 
Convention  who  is  not  a  communicant  in  good  standing  attached  to 
this  Diocese. 

CANON  VI. 

REPORT  ON  THE  STATE  OF  THE  CHURCH. 

In  order  to  carry  into  effect  the  recommendation  contained  in 
Canon  15,  Title  I.,  of  the  General  Convention,  a  committee  of  the 
convention  of  this  Diocese  shall  be  appointed  at  its  regular  meeting 
next  before  every  stated  meeting  of  General  Convention,  to  dra) 
with  the  advice  and  approbation  of  the  Bishop,  a  report  on  the  state 
of  the  Church,  to  be  presented  to  the  General  Convention. 

CANON  VII. 

TREASURER  OF  CONVENTION. 

Section  r.  At  every  stated  meeting  of  this  convention  there  shall 
be  elected  a  treasurer  of  convention,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  receive 
and  disburse  all  moneys  collected  under  its  authority,  and  of  which 
the  collection  and  distribution  shall  not  be  otherwise  regulated,  who 
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shall  account  annually  to  convention,  and  w  hose  report  shall  be  ex¬ 
amined  by  a  committee. 

Sec.  2.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Treasurer,  it  shall  be 
.Applied  by  a  person  chosen  by  the  Standing  Committee,  who  shall 
continue  in  office  until  an  election  is  made  by  the  convention. 


CANON  VIII. 

TRUSTEES  OF  THE  THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY. 


A  committee  of  this  convention  shall  be  appointed  at  each  stated 
meeting  to  receive  a  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Theological  Sem¬ 
inary,  the  whole  or  part  of  which  shall  be  printed  with  the  journal,  at 
he  pleasure  of  the  convention. 


CANON  IX. 

OF  THE  TRIAL  OF  A  CLERGYMAN. 


Section  i.  The  trial  of  a  clergyman  of  this  Diocese  shall  be  on 
presentment  made  to  the  Bishop,  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  to  the 
Standing  Committee,  in  which  the  charge  or  charges  shall  be  distinctly 
specified  in  writing,  and  signed  by  the  party  preferring  the  same. 

Sec.  2.  Every  presentment  of  a  clergyman  shall  be  made  either  by 
:he  convention  of  the  Diocese ;  by  the  vestry  and  church  wardens  of 
:he  parish  to  which  such  clergyman  may  belong ;  by  any  two  presby¬ 
ters  of  the  Diocese ;  or  by  any  three  laymen  of  the  same,  being  com¬ 
municants  of  the  church. 

Sec.  3.  In  all  cases  of  presentment  contemplated  by  the  constitu- 
,  '  Jh  and  canons  of  the  General  Convention,  or  by  those  of  this 
iDiocese,  a  copy  of  the  charge  or  charges  and  specifications,  together 
with  a  citation  to  appear  and  answer,  shall  be  served  upon  the  party 
accused,  in  a  manner  hereinafter  provided,  with  all  convenient  speed.. 

Sec.  4.  The  regular  place  of  trial,  and  the  office  for  the  record  of 
all  ecclesiastical  proceedings,  shall  be  fixed  and  established  by  the 
Bishop,  with  the  advice  and  concurrence  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
iand  the  same  authority  may  appoint  any  place  within  the  Diocese  for 
the  trial,  if  there  be  any  special  reason  moving  thereto. 

Sec.  5.  All  testimony  adduced  upon  the  trial  shall  be  in  writing, 
taken  on  due  notice  to  the  parties,  either  by  a  commissary  appointed 
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for  that  purpose,  by  the  ecclesiastical  authority,  or  in  the  manner  of 
commissions  and  depositions  in  civil  cases.  But  this  provision  shall 
not  prevent  the  appearance  of  witnesses  and  the  hearing  of  their, 
testimony  on  the  trial  whenever  it  shall  be  preferred  by  either  party. 

Sec.  6.  Advocates  or  protectors  shall  be  allowed  on  both  sides,  at  i 
the  pleasure  of  the  parties,  provided  they  are  clergymen  canonically 
resident  in  the  Diocese,  or  laymen  who  have  been  communicants  of  : 
the  church  at  least  one  year  before  the  trial 

Sec.  7.  All  citations  and  notices  in  an  ecclesiastical  proceeding,  \ 
whether  to  parties  or  witnesses,  may  be  served  either  personally  or  by 
leaving  a  copy  thereof  at  their  residences  respectively ;  the  time  be¬ 
tween  the  day  of  service  and  the  day  of  appearance  being  not  less 
than  ten  days  over  and  above  the  ordinary  time  required  to  travel  to 
the  place  of  appearance.  And  in  case  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  i 
the  minister  against  whom  any  ecclesiastical  proceedings  have  been  j 
instituted  has  departed  from  the  United  States,  or  that  the  place  of  K. 
sojourn  can  not  be  conveniently  ascertained,  then  it  shall  be  sufficient  ! 
to  have  the  citation  published  three  times  in  some  newspaper  printed 
at  the  seat  of  government  of  the  State  in  which  he  had  last  resided, 
and  also  three  times  in  some  newspaper  printed  at  the  seat  of  govern¬ 
ment  of  the  State  in  which  he  is  cited  to  appear,  at  least  six  months 
before  the  day  of  appearance. 

Sec.  8.  All  citations  and  notices  contemplated  by  this  canon  may 
be  served  by  a  summoner  or  summoners,  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Bishop  or  the  Standing  Committee,  as  the  case  may  be,  or  by  the 
court  hereinafter  provided  for,  when  the  same  is  in  session;  and  the 
certificate  of  any  such  summoner  shall  be  evidence  of  the  service  of 
the  same.  In  case  of  the  service  of  any  other  person,  the  fact  ma^ 
be  proved  by  the  affidavit  of  such  person. 

Sec.  9.  The  convention  of  the  Diocese  shall,  at  every  regular  ses¬ 
sion,  elect,  by  ballot,  five  presbyters,  canonically  resident  in  the 
Diocese.  The  presbyters  so  elected  shall  constitute  an  ecclesiastical 
court  for  the  trial  of  clergymen.  The  members  of  the  court  so 
elected  shall  hold  their  office  until  tire  close  of  the  next  regular  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  convention ;  provided ,  however ,  that,  if,  from  any  cause, 
there  be  no  election,  they  shall  continue  in  office  until  a  new  election 
takes  place. 

Sec.  10.  Four  of  the  court  so  elected  shall  constitute  a  quorum , 
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|  and  may  proceed  with  the  trial  of  any  presentment. 

Sec.  ii.  Whenever  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  court,  it  shall  be 
>  .filled  by  the  Standing  Committee;  and  the  person  or  persons  so  ap- 
I  pointed  shall  hold  his  or  their  office  until  a  new  court  is  elected. 

Sec.  i2.  When  the  defendant  appears  he  may  plead  generally  “Not 
guilty”  to  all  the  charges  and  specifications;  or  he  may  admit  them 
to  be  true;  or  he  may  plead  “Not  guilty”  to  part,  and  admit  the 
residue.  Upon  such  specifications  as  are  admitted  to  be  true,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  court  to  decide  whether  they  amount  to  such  an 
offense  as  is  canonically  presentable.  And  in  regard  to  such  specifica- 
;  tions  as  are  denied,  the  said  court  shall  try  the  same,  and  shall  pro- 
j  nounce  their  verdict  either  “Guilty”  or  “Not  guilty”  on  such 
specifications. 

Sec.  13.  Upon  the  finding  of  the  court  that  the  defendant  is  guilty 
on  one  or  more  of  the  specifications,  or  in  case  they  are  of  the  opinion 
.Weft  the  facts  admitted  to  be  true  amount  to  a  presentable  offense,  it 
shall  proceed  to  suggest  what  sentence,  in  its  opinion,  ought  to  be 
inflicted.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  pronounce  such 
judgment  as  suggested; provided ,  always,  that  in  case  of  judgment 
.  other  than  degradation,  the  Bishop  may  at  any  time  afterward,  with 
:  the  advice  and  concurrence  of  the  Standing  Committee,  modify  or 
remit  said  sentence. 

Sec.  14.  It  shall  require  a  concurrence  of  at  least  three  members 
;  present  to  find  the  defendant  guilty. 

Sec.  15.  The  court  shall,  at  each  trial,  elect  a  chairman  from  their 
own  body,  and  appoint  a  clerk,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  keep  the 
.minutes  of  each  day's  proceedings.  He  shall  also  record  the  judg- 
ri  ment  rendered  by  the  Bishop,  and  each  day’s  proceedings  shall  be 
signed  by  the  members  of  the  court.  A  true  record  of  the  proceedings 
so  signed,  shall  be  filed  with  the  Standing  Committee,  and  copies,  cer¬ 
tified  by  the  secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall,  in  all  cases, 
be  received  as  evidence  of  said  record  and  proceedings. 

Sec.  16.  If  from  sickness  or  any  other  necessary  cause  any  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  court  can  not  attend  trial,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  court  present  to  select  some  other  presbyter  or  presbyters  to 
take  their  place  ;  provided  that,  when  four  of  the  regular  members 
attend,  no  such  appointment  shall  be  made. 

Sec.  17.  If  the  accused  do  not  appear,  the  court  may  proceed  to 
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trial  in  his  absence;  or,  for  good  cause  shown,  may  adjourn  the  trial 
for  another  day  ;  and  if  he  refuse  or  decline  to  appear,  the  court  shall 
report  him  to  the  Bishop  for  contumacy,  who,  thereupon,  shall  pass 
upon  him  sentence  of  suspension  from  the  ministry  ;  but  such  sentence 
may  be  revised,  if  the  accused,  in  three  calendar  months,  shall  report 
to  him  that  he  is  prepared  to  undergo  the  trial.  And  if  he  does  not 
so  report  and  appear,  the  Bishop  shall  pass  against  him  the  sentence  of 
degradation  from  the  ministry. 

Sec.  i  8.  If  any  member  of  the  court  be  the  party  making  the  pre¬ 
sentment,  or  connected  by  consanguinity  or  affinity  with  the  party 
making  the  presentment,  or  with  the  accused,  such  members  shall  not 
preside  at  the  trial. 

Sec.  19.  It  shall  be  competent  for  any  clergyman,  against  whom 
rumors  injurious  to  his  moral  character  are  in  circulation,  to  demand 
of  the  Bishop  or  of  the  Standing  Committee,  as  the  case  may  be,  an 
inquiry  under  Canon  XXXVII,  r832,  of  the  General  Convention,  anC 
which  inquiry  shall  be  forthwith  ordered. 

Sec.  20.  Suspension  from  the  exercise  of  the  functions  of  the  min¬ 
istry  shall,  ipso  facto ,  sever  the  connections  between  the  clergyman  so 
suspended  and  the  parish. 

Sec.  21.  The  expense  of  every  trial  contemplated  by  this  canon 
shall  be  paid  out  of  the  contingent  fund  of  the  Church,  provided  that 
this  shall  not  apply  to  the  party  prosecuted  unless  he  is  acquitted. 

Sec.  >22.  No  clergyman  shall  be  put  on  trial  twice  for  the  same 
offense. 

CANON  X. 

FOR  THE  SUPPLY  OF  THE  SACRED  MINISTRY.  A 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  parochial  minister  annually,  on  the^ 
third  Sunday  in  Advent,  or  on  the  succeeding  Sunday,  to  preach  a 
sermon  on  the  duty  of  devoting  suitable  youth  to  the  ministry  of  the 
gospel,  and  in  his  annual  report  to  include  a  statement  of  the  number 
of  such  youth  in  his  care  as  may  be  pursuing  liberal  studies  with  a  view 
to  the  ministry. 

CANON  XI. 

CERTIFICATES  REQUIRED  OF  COMMUNICANTS  IN  REMOVING  FROM  ONE 

PARISH  TO  ANOTHER. 

All  rectors  or  ministers  of  parishes  in  this  Diocese  shall  hereafter, 
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,  before  receiving  into  the  parish  under  their  charge  any  person  as  a 
regular  communicant  from  any  other  parish  in  this  Diocese,  require  of 
him  (or  her)  a  certificate  from  the  rector  or  minister  of  the  parish  of 
.p  their  iast  residence,  or,  if  there  be  no  minister,  from  one  of  the  war¬ 
dens,  stating  that  said  applicant  is  of  good  standing  as  a  communicant 
of  the  Church. 

CANON  XII. 

MODE  OF  ALTERING  CANONS. 

No  proposition  to  alter  or  add  to  the  canons  of  the  Diocese  shall 
•  be  considered  by  the  convention  except  at  a  stated  meeting,  and  after 
|  one  day’s  previous  notice  thereof,  given  in  open  convention  ;  nor  (un¬ 
less  by  unanimous  consent)  until  it  shall  have  been  reported  on  by  a 
committee  of  at  least  two  clergymen  and  one  layman.  Nor  shall  such 
I  alteration  or  addition  be  adopted  during  the  same  convention,  if  two- 
■  fHrds  of  the  members  present  shall  not  concur  therein ;  but  in  such 
N  case  the  same  (unless  negatived  by  a  majority  of  votes)  shall  lie  over 
for  consideration  till  the  next  meeting  of  the  convention. 

CANON  XIII. 

REPEALING  CLAUSE. 

All  former  canons  of  this  convention  are  hereby  repealed. 

CANON  XIV. 

Section  i  .  The  convention  shall  elect  an  officer,  to  be  called  the 

i 

I  "Registrar  of  the  convention,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  procure  all 
1  journals,  files,  papers,  reports,  and  other  documents  now  in  existence 
pertaining  to  the  business  of  the  convention  and  of  the  Standing  Com¬ 
mittee ;  to  arrange,  label,  and  otherwise  put  in  order  and  provide  for 
the  safe  keeping  of  the  same,  and  all  such  others  as  may  hereafter 
come  into  his  possession,  in  fire-proof  box  or  boxes,  in  some  safe  and 
accessible  place  of  deposit,  and  to  hold  the  same  under  such  regula¬ 
tions  and  restrictions  as  the  convention  may,  from  time  to  time, 
provide. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  and 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee,  at  the  close  of  each  con- 
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ventional  year,  to  place  in  the  possession  of  the  said  Registrar  the 
papers'  and  other  documents  already  acted  upon,  belonging  to  their 
respective  offices,  other  than  the  record-book,  before  the  same  is  filled. 

Sec  3.  Whenever  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  said  office  of  the  Reg-iL 
istrar.  by  death,  resignation,  removal  from  the  Diocese,  or  other 
cause,  the  duties  of  the  same  shall  be  performed  by  the  Secretary  of 
the  Standing  Committee  for  the  time  being,  until  such  vacancy  shall 
be  filled  by  election  by  the  convention. 
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
